Inspector Williams Did not Molest 
Houses of Ill Fame Because 
They Were — 

It Ends

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—The feature of 
the Lexow Committee investigation today 
was the introduction of evidence to show 
that Anthony Comstock, agent for the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Vice, had taken 
a bribe of $1000 from a “‘greengoods’’ man 
to procure the dismissal of an indictment 
against him. 

Inspector WIIlama's * of the wit- 
ness-stand was also contiryed, and the 
existence of panel-houses and a large 
number of houses of ill-fame in his district 
while he was captain was shown. He said 
that he found the houses of ill-fame there 
when he came to the district, aud left 
them unmolested, because they were fash- 
ionable.”” Counsel Goff also introduced 
the inspector to the knowledge that Japan- 
ese law would not have allowed him to 
own real estate in Hakodate at the time 
he claimed in his testimony esterday that 
he owned property there. 

It is understood that the committee will 
not sit after tomorrow, so a great deal of 
work will have to be crowded into the day 
and a night session may bo held. Super- 
intendent Byrnes, Inspector McLaughlin 
and Inspector McAvoy and several others 
have yet to be examined, so tomorrow's 
session may be the most important of the 
committee. 

THE TEST MONx. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Inspector Will- 
jams resumed his testimony before the 
Lexow Committee at 11:35 o’clock. Goff 
called the names of Capts. Martins, 
_Meakim, Washburn and Westervelt. 
was stated by Inspector. Williams 
Westervelt was sick: Goff retorted: 
Westsrveit was well

Now has thcre 
ever been a member of the police force 
charged with more corruption than you?”

Goff referred to a document and said: 
“I find that on March 29, 1873, you were 
charged by Louisa E. Smith, keeper of a 
disorderly house, with taking from ber 
six pocket-handkerchiefs, one gold-headed 
cane, one pistol, one pair of slippérs, cne 
velvet vest and one dozen pairs of socke.“ 
“I don’t remember it. 


Haven't you read up your record often 


enough since this committee sat to re- 


member it? Don't you know that Super- 
intendent Walling. brought these charges 
against you. 

He did not; the woman brought then. 

“Were you found guilty?’ 

“I don’t think so. I can find out by

Coming to the time that Williams bad 
charge of the Eighth Precinct, Goff asked 
the witness if there were any houses of 
Ul-fame there. 

found them there,“ he replied. 

“And you left them there?“ 

„es, because they were fashionable at 
that time, was the wisness’s extraor- 
dinary reply. 

Goff then called the names of many ro- 
torious houses in Mercer, Green, Sullivan 
and Bleeker streets. Williams said that 
he had heard of them and had assisted the 
Board of Education to close them up. He 
insisted that they were “alleged” dis- 
orderly houses, although he had said that 
he knew all about them at the inquiry in- 
stituted by the Board of Education. 

WHAT HE KNEW. 

Goff got the inspector to say that he 
would not give the name of the proprietor 
of a house of ill-fame to the committee in 
1874, because he considered the committee 
was not an honest one. 

“Did you ever know of an honest inves- 
tigating committee before which you ap-

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon session of the committee 
was called to order at 3:25, with Inspector 
Williams in the witness chair. 

“Did an officer named Willigan report 
robbery in panel houses to you when you 
were in the Eighth Precinct, asked Goff. 

“IT don’t remember.“ 

“Do you remember the number of in- 
mates in the eighty-three houses of ill- 
fame?’’ 

No, I have asked what the number was. 
I have asked the proprietress of some 
houses how many inmates she bad.“ 

The witness and Goff then had a little 
tiff. Inspector Williams objected to the 
document from which Goff read. 

“I don’t know where you got it,” said 
he, and it is a long time ago.“ 

Don't mind where I got it.“ said Goff; 
it contains matters that have been sup- 
pressed by the police department. They 
suppressed a good many things about 
you.’ 

“They seom to have suppressed every- 
thing good, was Williams's reply. 

Williams then left the stand for a brief 
time. 

CAPT. MEAKIM’'S CONDITION. 

Dr. Walsh was called and testified that 
Capt. Meakim was unable to be out and 
probably would not for several days. 

“Will he be able to appear as a witness 
by Saturday? asked Goff. 

„Well,“ said che doctor, the further 
away you place the date the more chance 
there is that he can attend. I am sure 
his attendance will seriously affect his 
condition.“ 

“I am quite sure it would,” said Goff, 
amid great laughter. 

Now, doctor, said Goff in his sweet- 
est tones, will you bear this message to 
Capt. Meakim? Tell him he has been ac- 
cused before this committee of being 
guilty of bribery and corruption. It has 
been stated that he has grown rich on 
the fruit of this corruption. Now tell bim 
also that if he is an honest man he will 
come here jn obedience to the subpoena 
served on him.” 

The doctor then left the stand. 

Dr. Daniel Donovan, one of the police 
surgeons, gave a synopsis of the procedure 
of the police surgeons with regard to men 
reported ill. The witness said he had re- 
ported Capt. Meakim ill. 

A DIFFERENT STORY. 

After some questions of no importance, 

Inspector Williams was recalled. He said 


he knew of three panel-houses in the 
Eightb Precinct. 
ou swore before recess that there 


were no panel-houses in the precinct.” 

“Yes, to the best of my recollection.” 

Senator O'Connor entered on a long le- 
gal argument with Goff as to whether the 
Inspector was guilty of perjury.

„Ves, said the witness, “I admit that 
what I swore to this morning was false,

A STORY AGAINST COMSTOCK. 

Goff continwed to question the inspector 
as to the disorderly houses. The inspector 
admitted that it was his duty to discover 
and suppress them. This ended the exam- 
ination of Inspector Williams, and Louis 
Streep, a ‘“‘green-goods’’ operator, was 
called. This witness created a sensation 
by telling a story involving Anthony Com- 
tock 


8 : 

„On May 23, 1889,“ said Streep, two in- 
dictments were found against me for ope- 
rating in ‘green goods.’, Anthony Com- 
stock was the prosecutor. Comstock told 
me that if I would give up the name of 
my aecomplice I should get.off with a 
light punishment. I refused to do so. Ed- 
ward Brethal called an gave my wife $5000 
in bills. The bail was at that time 35000. 
but was shortly afterwards reduced to 
$3000. In August, 1890, I called on Com- 
stock with my brother, who told me that 
the State indictment would be dismissed 
on payment of $1000. Comstock said, ‘Mind 
that the $1000 is not in the shape of a 
bribe. It is a subscription to the society.’ 

“TI asked whether, if I paid the money, I 
might,not be brought up at all. On Com- 
stock's promise I paid him $1000, of which 
‘I got $300 from my brother and $700 from 
my printing office at No. 76 Beekman 
street. which I sold. On the following 
Friday the indictment was dismissed.“ 

Goff produced the indictments, which 
bore an endorsement bearing date of Sep- 
tember 29, 1890, that the District Attor- 
ney having moved that for reasons affect- 
ing the administration of the law, the in- 
dictments was dismissed. 

„Comstock subsequently called on me.“ 
said the witness, to get me to swear that 
Brethal was an accomplice of mine. I re- 
fused, and he threatened to bring me be- 
fore the United States Court. I asked him 
for time to consider the matter. Brethal 
was arrested on the charge of stealing $100 
from the American Express Company. He 
was brought before Commissioner Shields. 
Negotiations were carried on with him by 
Comstock, and he paid Comstock $1000. 
The following day he was discharged. 
United States District Attorney John A. 
Mott also got $1000. I was then arrested 
and employed Lawyer Hess. I told all 
about Comstock to Commissioner Shields. 
Comstock was asked to tell what hap- 
pened in his office, but declined to do so. 
I was held for trial and convicted of the 
charge of issuing ‘green goods’ circulars 
and sentenced last June. My case has

CLERK IN TROUBLE. 


The National Bank of Commerce 
Loses Thirty Thousand Dollars. 
Statement by the President 
of the Concern.’

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Edward R. Car- 
ter, transfer and coupon clerk at the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, No. 29 Nassau 
street, was arrested here as a defaulter.

$30,000 of the bank’s money and, it is 
said, confessed his guilt. He is 44 years 
old. He lived with his wife and two chil- 
dren, a daughter 22 years old, and a son 
in Brooklyn. For twenty-two years Car- 
ter has been in the employ of the bank. 
According to the story told to the police 
he began his peculations two years ago. 
‘at first taking only small sums. He would 
say very little to the police, and main- 
tained silence as to what induced him to 
take the monev, and what he did with it. 
To the bank officials he was not so re- 
ticent, as a statement of W. W. Sherman, 
president of the bank, shows. The state- 
ment is as follows: : 

“The National Bank of Commerce has 
sustained a defalcation by its ‘transfer and

“You will inform all officers and employ- 
ees to whom you make any payment for 
services rendered in thé year 1894 of the 
method prescribed for the return and pay- 
ment of the tax of all taxable salaries 
and compensations paid by the government 
in and for said year.“

It demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of the public the right and power 
et the Federal government to send troops 
into a State for the purpose of protecting 
Federal interests whether that protec- 
tion was or was not asked for by the 
State government. 
The chief reason, however, for which 
in the fact that it constitutes a subordi- 
nate element in a revolution which is 
quietly taking place in this country.

Is taking place. There is now pending 
in Congress a measure which is State 
socialism, pure and simple. He referred, 
he said, to the pooling bill. This pend- 


manded at the instance of the shippers 
and the railroads of the country. and its 
passage is being aided by a powerful lobby 
in their service. The bill provides for 
a great tfust, with the government of 
the United States as trustee. 

“When the first bill to regulate com- 
merce was passed the great and powerful 
wedge of State socialism was driven one- 
quarter of its length into the timber of 
conservative government Which means 
democracy. The pending bill, the moment 
it becomes a law, will drive the wedge 
home and that blow will come at the in- 
stance of business and not of labor—entire 
government control of all the railroads of 
the country, instead of partial control 
under the laws now existing. 

“This blow will be struck in the most 
seductive way. It will come through : 
demand that the government shall take 
charge of the roads, not purchase them, 
and out of the proceeds of transportation 
Husiness, guarantee to the existing stock- 
“homers of roads a small, but reason- 
able rate of dividend, 

Under such a seductive movement the 
stockholders themselves, conservative men, 
men in this hall now, will vote for the 
striking of the blow. All this, as I have 
said, will be the demand and interest of 
the railroads, and of the shippers, and 
not of the labor involved in carrying on 
the work of transportation, as the demand 
of today for the enactment of the pooling 
bill is alleged to be largely in the interest 
of shippers and of the public welfare.”’

Bestimony of Witnesses for the De-

THE MISSING COLLIERS. 


A Vague Rumor from Amphitrite 


Island that a Steamer Sunk. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 27.—It is now 
twenty-one days since the steam colliers 
Montserrat and Keweenaw sailed for San 
Francisco from neighboring ports on Van- 
couver Islands, B. C. Nearly all seafaring 
men belteve that the two vessels and their 
crews, numbering nearly sixty men, were 
lost in the recent gale which broke in 
all its fury on the night that the colliers 
put to sea. 

Notwithstanding that the steamers are 
so long out on a voyage chat should have 
been completed within four days, some of 
the owners and consignees and some of 
the families of the threescore of fuckless 
mariners still have hopes. In response to 
their earnest appeals the zovernment bas 
sent out another steamer to search for 
the missing vessels. The United States 
gunboat Bennington went to sea this even- 
ing under instructions to proceed north- 
ward and make thorough search for the 
missing vessels. The United States reve- 
nue cutter Grant, which was dispatched 
from Port Townsend on a similar errand 
several days ago, is still at sea. 

Those most interested in the fate of the 
two cutters were somewhat discouraged 
today by a vague rumor that comes from 
an Indian camp on Amphitrite ‘Point, on 
the west coast of Vancouver Island. The 
Indians say that on, the night of De- 
cember 15, during a ferrtble storm, their 
attention was attracted by rockets at sea 
and dimly,through the darkness they saw 
a big black steamer founder about a mile 
off shore. The vessel lay helpless in the 
sea and drifted northward out of their 
sight. If the story of the Indians be cor- 
rect and the disabled craft was either of 
the missing steamers, she must have been 
Daa gg off Cape Flattery for nearly a 
week. 

The brig Courtney Ford, which put in 
here in distress yesterday, reports that on 
the night of December 7 she sighted the 
Keweenaw near Cape Flattery, just as the 
storm was coming on. The Keweenaw had 
slowed down, seemingly somewhat dis- 
abled, and was slowly putting out to sea. 


~~ Nothing has yet been heard from the 
dark Dominion, twenty-two days out from 


this port for Puget Sound, or the bark 
Columbia, now out twenty-one days from 

Port Blakeley, with lumber for this port. 
The known record of the storm to date 
As four sailing vessels wrecked and aban- 
doned, one disabled and several badly 
damaged. The crew of six men from the 
wrecked schooner Garcia are still missing. 

Anxiety is again beginning to be felt for 
the safety of the schooner John F. Miller 
and her crew, which left Portland twen- 
ty-four days ago for this port. She was 
sighted off a Mendocino a few days 
after the storm had spent itself, but she 
was then somewhat disabled, but able to 
take care of herself. On Christmas day 
she was again seen about ten miles west 
of the Farallones, but she appeared then 
as though she had lost her sails. Since 
then, a strong northeast wind has been 
blowing, and schooner has by this time 
been driven far out at sea, and it is im- 
possible to tell whether she will be able 
to work back toward the land in her dis- 
abled condition. The small coasting 
schooners seldom carry more than fifteen 
day’s provisions. 

As soon as word was brought that the 
John F. Milter was off the Farallones the 
tug Hercules was sent to her relief with 
an extra supply of provisions on board, 


but it was two days after she had 


been 
seen and when the tug reached the vicinity 


the schooner was nowhere in sight. The 
east winds had blown her away from the 
land, and the crew by this time are in all 
probability feeling the pangs of hunger. 

The coal-laden bark Sea King, which was 
also out in the storm and was reported on 
Christmas day as being fifteen miles north 
of Point Reyes, has also been driven out 
to sea by the strang winds from the east. 
Tugs have been out searching for her 
since the news of her close proximity to 
port was brought in, but they have not 
been able to find her within a hundred 
miles of the harbor. It is not thought she 
will be short of provisions, and no un- 
easiness is felt for the Sea King on that 
account. 

The ship J. B. Brown, another of the 
overdue fleet, was reported as sighted on 
Sunday last about 150 miles northwest of 
Mendocino, and it was thought she, like 
the schooner John F. Miller and the bark 
Sea King, would have been in port today, 
but none have appeared. 7

THE TEACHERS. 


Election of Association Officers—The 
Papers Read. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SANTA CRUZ, Dec. 27.—There was a 
large attendance at the session of the 
California State Teachers’ Association to- 
day. The morning session was devoted to 
a discussion on mathematics, as it is pro- 
posed to issue new State textbooks on 
arithmetic. 

In the afternoon it was decided to Hold 
the rest of the session in Oakland, there 
being no opposition. Election of officers 
resulted as follows: President, Earl 
Barnes of Stanford; vice-presidents, F. P. 
Russell of San Jose and H, F. Pennell of 
Chico; secretary, Anna Murphy.of Sacra- 
mento: assistant secretary, W. F. Hall of 
Vacaville; -recording secretary, Prof. 
McClymonds of Oakland; treasurer, Bessie 
Haslam of Santa Cruz. ‘ 

In response to telegrams from Denver 
asking the teachers to attend the session 
of the N&tional Educational Association 
in that city in July, the secretary was in- 
structed to make a suitable reply. 

Prof. Bailey of the State University read 
a paper on “The Teaching Force.” He 
said that there are grades of development 
in history, society and the individual. 
Each of these grades is relatively perfect 
if it is healthy. The philosopher is nearer 
the. ideal than .the honorable merchant. 
Every man ought to be relatively perfect. 
If he would be healthy his faculties must 
develop at the proper time. The good 
citizen, specialist and philosopher are the 
types of manhood to follow. From these 
should come the teaching force. 

Prof. Bailey explained what he meant’ 
to convey by character, power and schol- 
arship. The instincts of individuality must 
be cultivated: The soul is an vurganism; 
therefore it needs air, food and exercise. 
The teaching force needs the education of 
individuality. Teachers should grow up in 
an aesthetic atmosphere. They should 
feed on sight and sound and exercise thejr 
aesthetic powers. In mastering a spe- 
cialty, power becomes master of itself. All 
teachers should be specialists in interest, 
tact and sympathy. They should study the 

1 world of today. f 

oP rot. Brown of the State University 
spoke on the ideal curriculum. He said 
that it was desired to have the same sub- 
jects discussed at_all teachers’ institutes 
and report the result at the session of the 
State Association. By that means the 
teaching by a uniform system might be ac- 
complished. 

Prof. Pierce, principal of the Los An- 
geles Normal School, spoke on The 
Teaching Force.” Among his observations 
were: To do successful work of any kind 
one must have three elements of strength. 
First, he must have some knowledge of 
the material on which, he is to work, of the 
tools which de is to use; second, he must 
have some knowledge of the underlying 
principles that govern his work which 
knowledge necessitates his taking note of 
what others have done in the same line, 
of their successes and failures and the 
causes that led to them; third, he, must 
have power and skill to apply his knowi- 

Phe. Price with the above for his 
groundwork, made an interesting address. 
His argument was, however, mainly a plea 
for normal schools as the principal source 
of supply, and urged the necssity for gen- 
eral culture in the preparation of a 
teacher. 

This evening Irving M. Scott lectured 
to a large audjence in the Congregational

JUDGE TRUMBULL INSTRUCTS 
HIS COUNTRYMEN. 


4 Series of Resolutions as the Basis 


of Work of the St. Louis Con- 
vention—“Down with 
Monopolies.”

. CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—In the opinion of the 
chiefs of the People’s party of Chicago 
Judge Lyman Trumbull has given to his 
countrymen a paper that will have much 
to do with perpetuating his name as will 
the historic thirteenth amendment to the 
Federal Constitution, which he drafted 
more than a quarter of a century ago’ It 
is a deelaration of principles for the guld- 
ance of the People’s party of the United 
States, and it consists of a series of reso- 
lutions which are to be made a basis of 
the work of the National People’s party 
conference, which will convene at St. Louis 
this morning. The paper, as it will go 
before the St. Louis convention, is as fol- 
lows: 

“First—Resolved, that human brotherhood 
and equality of rights are cardinal prin- 
ciples of true democracy. 

Second— Resolved, that, forgetting all 
past political differénces we unite in the 
common purpose to rescue the central 
government from the control of the monop- 
olist and concentrated wealth; to limit 
their powers of perpetuation by curtailing 
their privileges, and to secure the rights 
of free speech, a free press, free labor and 
trial by jury—all rules, regulations and 
judicial dicta in derogation of any of which 
are arbitrary, unconstitutional, and not 
to be tolerated by a free people. 

“Third — We indorse the resolution 
adopted by the National Republican Con- 
vention of 1860, which was incorporated 
by President Lincoln in his inaugural ad- 
dress as follows: ‘That the maintenance 
inviolate of the rights of the States and 
especially of the rights of each State to 
order and control its own domestic insti- 
tutions according. to its own judgment ex- 
clusively is essential to that balance of 
power on which the unity and endurance 
of our political fabric depends, and we de- 
nounce the lawless invasion by armed force 
on the soll of any State or Territory, no 
matter under what pretext as among the 
gravest of crimes.’ 

“‘Fourth—Resolved, that the power given 
Congress by the Constitution to provide for 
calling forth the militia to execute the. 
laws of the Union, to suppress insurrec- 
tions, an dto repel invasions does not 
warrant the government in making use of 
a standing army in aiding monopolies in 
the oppression of their employees. When 
free men unsheathe the sword, it should be 
to strike for liberty, not for despotism, or 
to uphold privileged monopolies in the 
oppression of the poor. 0 

Fifth — Resolved, that, to check the 
rapid absorption of the wealth of the 
country and its perpetuation in a few 
hands, we demand the enactment of laws 
limiting the amount of property to be ac- 
quired by devise or inheritance. 

“Sixth—Resolved, that we denounce the 
issuing of interest-bearing bonds in the 
time of peace, to be paid for in part at 
least in gold drawn from the _ treasury, 
“which results in the government’s paying 
interest on its own money. 

Seventh—Resolved, that we demand that 
Congress perform its constitutional duty 
to coin money, regulate the value thereof, 
and of foreign coin by the enactment of 
laws for the free coinage of silver with 
gold at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

“Eighth—Resolved, that monepolies af- 
fecting the public interests should be 
owned and operated by the government in 
the interest of the people; all employees 
of the same to be governed by civil serv- 
ice rules, and no one to be employed or 
displaced on-account of politics. 
Ninth— Resolved, that we inscribe on 
our banners ‘Down with mo and 
millionaire control; up with the rights of 
man and the masses,’ and under this ban- 
ner we march to the polls and to vietory.“ 

WILL MEET TODAY. 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 27.—A considerable 
number of Populists have already assem- 
bled here to take part in the meeting of 
the National Executive Committee of the 
People’s party, which will be held tomor- 
row. The meeting promises to be cne of

STOLE HER CHILD. 


Mrs. Charles Thomson Recovers Her 
Daughter from Her Husband. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) Dec. 27. — Mrs. 
Charles Thompson of St. Louis arrived in 
this city today from Butte, Mont. She 
has with her a child which she kidnapped 
from her divorced husband ‘in the latter 
city. Mrs. Thompson formerly lived in 
Denver, and was married in that city. Her 
husband became dissolute and took up 
with a variety actress, a few years ago, 
and has lived with her in various cities 
since. His wife secured a divorce from 
him and was given the custody of their 
child. 

When Thompson's child had been given 
into the keeping of its mother, he kid- 
napped her and has kept her with him in 
all his travels. Thompson and his mis- 
tress lived in this city for a short time. 
putting in his time around the gambling- 
houses. His wife followed him here, and 
he took the child and his mistress and 
left the city, no one knowing where he 
went.

“HE MISSIONARIES. 


Forty-eighth Annual Report of the 


Congregstionalists. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

BOSTON, Dec. 27.—The forty-cighth an- 
nual report of the American Missionary 
Association of the Congregational Church 
was made public tonight. The association 
expressed the confidence that Austin, Tex., 
is to be an educational and religious center 
for the great Southwest. 

The association is one of the pioneers in 
mission service among the Chinese immi- 
grants to California. The statistics of 
Chinese work up to date are: Schools, 21; 
missionaries (11 of them Chinese,) 64; pu- 
pils, 1201; ceased from idolatry, 197; give 
evidence of conversion, 178. 

The expenditures of the association dur- 
ing the year has been: In the South, 
$243,234; for Chinese, $13,260; for Indians, 
$43,546. The grand total of receipts for 
thé year was $404,776.75. The contribu- 
tions from far Western States are: Cali- 
fornia, $5863.10; Oregon, $143.28; Colorado, 
$450.10; Washington, $73.37; Montana, $45, 
and Utah, $7.10. 


A Fight Over Craps. 


HELENA, (Ark.,) Dec. 27.—At Hillhouse, 
Miss., a few miles south of Friar’s Point, 
several negroes playing craps quarreled. 
Pistols, guns and knives were freely used. 
During the melee Louls Allen shot four 
negroes.

The Directors and Managers of One 
Concern Arrested. 

Sr. JOHN'S (N. F.,) Dec. 27.—The di- 

rectors and managers of the Commercial 

Bank were arrested today on warrants 

issued by Judge Conroy. They are charged 


with presenting a false statement of the 


bank's condition at the last annual meet- 
ing, by indicating among the assets’ se- 
curities which were hypothecated to the 
London and Westminster Bank to offset 
overdrafts. Warrants were issued on the 
initiative of Dr. Skelton of the board of 
trustees, the board authorizing them. 
The directors are: A. F. Goodridge, ex- 
Premier of Newfoundland; James Good- 
fellow, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors; E. J. Duder, George A. Hutchins and 
James Petts, ex-Cabinet Minister. Petts 
is from Nova Scotia. The manager ar- 
rested is Henry Cook. Bail will be ac- 
cepted for all prisoners. No allegations 
are made of personal misappropriation and 
some leading lawyers of the city say the 
arrests are on a mere technicality.

“The present is not only a time when

The 
world is as yet only upon the threshold 
of the important discoveries that await 
it. Doubtless at the close of the twen- 
tieth century men will look backward 
and wonder at the crudeness of the 
inventions of the present, and marvel 
at the circumscribed limits of our 
knowledge. Some sudden leap will be 
made by men of science that will 
revolutionize not only our methods of 
locomotion, but our industries. The 
tendency of discovery is toward mak- 
ing living easier, with less of grinding 
toil. 

The mandate which is old as the 
race, In the sweat of thy brow shalt 
thou earn thy bread,” probably will 
not be wholly abolished, but life will 
be better worth living as its facilities 
for comfort are multiplied, and the 
opportunity for greater leisure at- 
forded. But whether the coming man 
will be happier than we of today re- 
mains to be seen.

A NICE PICK-UP ‘IF IT GOES 
THROUGH.

County Superintendent of Education 
Seaman Trying to Coll for 
Wages as Secretary 
the Board. 

A rather nice point dt conflict threatens 
to develop between W. W. Seaman, County 
Superintendent of Schools, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office. On the 15th of the 
current month the superintendent filed 
with the Board of Supervisors demands 
aggregating $960,. being compensation for 
services secretary of the County Board 
of Education during the previous three 
years. 

These claims being referred to the Dis- 
trict Attorney for investigation, he filed 
a lengthy opinion on the 24th ult, where- 
in he contends that claims one and two, 
for services rendered during 1892-93, were 
barred by limitation of time when filed, 
and that the iteme constituting claim No. 
3, down to and including December 9, 
1893, are also banred. The remaining 
claims of about $260, from that date on, 
are pronounced 40 be within the date of 
limitation and should be allowed. 

To this opinion of the District Attorney, 
the County Superintendent excepts, to use 
a legal term. He maintains that the ques- 
tion as to the payment of services ren- 
dered as secretary of the Board of Edu- 
cation has been a much-mooted rie 
throughout the State; some District At- 
torneys favored such a course, others were 
adverse to it, and in this latter class ap- 
peared the District Attorney of Los An- 
geles county. For this reason, Mr., Sea- 
man has stated, he refrained from making 
his demand on the Board of Supervisors at 
the ordinary and regular intervals. 

Last October, however, the question was 
set once for all by the Supreme Court, 
which rendered a decision in the case of 
the Superintendent of Schools in Yolo 
county, who demanded compensation for 
services rendered as secretary of the 
Board of Education. That case having 
established a precedent Mr. Seaman, act- 
ing on the suggestion of the District At- 
torney, filed his demands only to find the 
officer knocking him out by taking refuge 
behind the statute of limitations. Natur- 
ally Mr. Seaman is not easy in his mind, 
and thinks that as he refrained during the 
last three years from filing his demands 
in deference to the opinion of the District 
Attorney, which ‘opinion, however, has 
sincs been overruled by the Supreme Court 
decision referred to, it is rather hard that 
the legal luminary should shelter the 
Board of Supervisors behind the statute. 
If the delay in filing his demands had: 
been htrough negligence on his part no 
objection could be entered to the action 
of the District Attorney, but, as Mr. Sea- 
man states, he refrained from claiming 
the eight hundred and odd dollars because 
he thought then he could not get it, and 
in this latter assertion he surely may be 
believed. 

The law fixes the salary of the County 
Superintendent oft Schools at $3000, and 
Mr. Seaman claims that he is also entitled 
to traveling expenses, when on official busi- 
ness, up to a limit of $10 per district. 
That limit has, he .claims, never been 
approached during his term of office. The 
most expensive season the cost avera 
about $6 per district, and then only 
cause of the rain necessitating increased 
horse hire. 

What action the Board of Supervisors 
may take in the premises remains to be 
seen, but meantime Mr. Seaman is pa- 
tiently waiting developments before taking 
any further action. 


MINING NEWS. 


Some Recent Developments in the 
Morongo Mining District. 

A Christmas present of a substantial 
nature has been presented to the share- 
holders of the Rose mine in Morongo min- 
ing district. The richest gold strike yet 
made in this mine was struck at the 
depth of 425 feet. The importance of the 
strike is of great value, more so because 
of the solid nature of the ground. This 
ore has been struck at_a greater depth 
than on any mine in this part of the coun- 
try, and proves a great deal to the mine- 
owners on San Bernardino Mountains. 
There are a large number of mines in a 
radius of ten miles of the Rose, notably 
the Black Hawk group of mines, Budd 
Doble Company's new mines, the Al- 
tuma Mining Company, the Morongo King 
Mining Company, the Rattlesnake Can- 
yon mines and a host of others too numer- 
ous to mention. Striking a rich body of 
ore at this depth will give confidence in 
the ore bodies going down, which means 
a great deal to the mining tors. 

It is to be hoped that the Riverside 
owners will put a competent mining man 
at the head of affairs, pay monthly and 
give their miners good grub. It is only a 
wonder to the experienced mining man 
that the mine has pulled through with the 
past management. The Altuma Mining 
Company has had a contract just finished 
whieh gives them renewed confidence in 
their properties. A tunnel on the ore 
bodies and an upraise to the surface from 
the depth of 100 feet showing pay ore 
all the way. It is the intention of the 
company to sink 100 feet more on this 
which will give them 200 feet in depth. 
This shows much better mining sense 
than putting up reduction works with only 
about one hundred tons of ore on the 
dumps. 

Budd Doble, Hugh White and William 
Jenks are expected out here shortly for 
the purpose of deciding on the best works 
for reducing the ores of the Budd Doble 
Gold Mining Company properties.

BOILER INSPECTION. 


THE ORDINANCE IN THE INTER- 
EST OF PUBLIC SAFETY. 


It Will be Enforced so as to Work 
no Hardship on Any One— 


Some of the Safeguards 
Provided. 


As has been heretofore published, the 
City Council lately passed an ordinance 
under which the Mayor has appointed an 
inspector and two associates, the three 
constituting a Board of Engineers, whose 
duty it is to protect the public from un- 
safe elevators and from explosions of 
steam boilers by reason of either their de- 
fective condition bf the incompetency of 
the engineer in c 

The propriety of the ordinance is ap- 
parent to every one who gives any thought 
to the great numbers, who, as omployees 
or otherwise, every day risk their lives 
about the hundreds of steam boilers scat- 
tered all over the city, or on the elevators 
in the high buildings. Two men in this 
city are now lying maimed and who 
barely escaped with their lives from a fall- | 
ing elevator not a week ago. A well-made 
steam boiler in perfect running order may 
be made liable to explosion at any moment 
by the mismanagement of an incompetent 
engineer in charge, and all oilers are 
not only liable but are certain to become 
unsafe by age and long use. Nothing but 
a periodical inspection of all these death- 
dealing appliances by a disinterested 
official can afford adequate protection to 
the public from owners who, from thought- 
lessness and inattention or from a desire 
to save the expense of new ones or re- 
pairs to the old, risk the lives of all who 
come about the boilers or who use the ele- 
vators. 

Cities of the size of Los Angeles, both 
in the West and throughout the East, have 
protected themselves by similar ordinances, 
As to its necessity, there can be no two 
opinions. It is the universal judgment of 
all that with the increasing number of 
these useful and most necessary appliances 
a large population like that of Los Ange- 
les would be reckless of human life if it 
did not free them as much as is reason- 
ably possible, from danger. If the pres- 
ent Board of Engineers shall enforce this 
ordinance with good sense and moderation 
and with a view to securing public safety, 
but with as little loss and inconvenience 
as possible to owners and engineers, the 
plan will commend itself to every reason- 
able citizen and will meet with universal 
approval. Possibly some amendments may 
be needed after trial, but this ordina:ce 
was modeled after those in older cities 
that have stood the test of years of use. 
The present ordinance will be given a fair 
trial before being changed. The Demo- 
cratic Mayor appointed the members of 
the present board, as he claimed, solely on 
their merits, and it so happened that in 
doing so, he got a majority of Republi- 
cans. They deem it their duty in assum- 
ing their offices to act in the same spirit 
that the Mayor did in appointing them: 
that is, with a view solely to the public 
good. Engineers and owners of boilers 
and elevators are a part of the public, and 
their interests and their wishes, even, are 
to be consulted so far as is consistent 
with duty to the rest of the public. The 
board believes that the following rules 
have a due regard to all interests con- 
cerned, and has, therefore, adopted them. 

AS TO ENGINEERS. 

First—Engineers who are in charge of 
boilers and have been for some sufficient 
time, say six months or more, will be 
deemed to be practically qualified to_con- 
tinue in charge of the same, although 
they may not have that theoretical knowl- 
edge of steam that every first-class en- 
gineer ought to possess, and they will, on 
request of their employers, be granted a 
license to continue in their present em- 
ployment. 


Second Engineers whose qualifications, 


although moderate, are yet reasonably suf- 
ficient for managing small boilers, will be 
granted licenses to have charge of any 
boiler not exceeding 100-horse power. 

‘Third—Engineers thoroughly qualified 
by education and practical experience to 
meet and provide for all the usual emer- 
gencies arising in the use of steam, will 
be granted an unlimited license to prac- 
tice their professions as engineers. 

Under these rules, no engineer who 
ought to be entrusted with the manage- 
ment of a steam boiler will be thrown out 
of employ. 
AS TO APPARATUS. 

First—Boilers and elevators, if found to 
be. safe, will be licensed. ‘ 

Second—If either is found on examina- 
tion to be unsafe, only the defective parts 
will be required to be replaced. In such 
case, no condemnation of the whole plant 
will ever be made nor even of any sound 
parts that can be retained. The board in- 
tends as its duty is, to protect the public 
so far as may be reasonably done, but with 
as little inconventence and expense as 
possible to owners and users of the haz- 
ardous apparatus the board is appointed to 
look after. 

The ordinance enforced in the spirit in- 
dicated above and within these rules, will 
conduce to the safety of life and property, 
and will not be burdensome on any, but 
will be a benefit to all. 

Applications for engineer’s lcenses 
should be filed 3ix days before the exam- 
ination therefor, and may be handed to 
any member of the board or filed with the 
City Clerk. 

The regular session of the board will be 
held on the first Tuesday of each month 


‘at 7:30 p. m., at room No. 14, City Hall.

Dole too Economical for 
Hawaiians. 


The Lavish Expenditures of the Pal- 
ace Regime Suited Them

Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 27.—A special to 
the Examiner from Victoria, B. C., says 


a well-informed authority recently in 
Honolulu that an important cause of the 
dissatisfaction in Honolulu is the niggard- 
liness of President Dole and the Cabinet. 
Dole, though receiving $10,000 a year, does 
not spend more than - 1000, while under 
the Royalists’ regime the Queen and her 
supporters were most lavish. 
A misinterpretation been placed on 
Liliuokalani’s position ward those who 
stirred up the revolution. She did not de- 
mand their heads. United States Minis- 
ter Willis, who was friendly to the pro- 
visional government, waited on the Queen, 
and, the conversation turning on amnesty 
for the revolutionists in the event of her 
restoration, the Queen said that she must 
have time to consult her advisers and be 
governed by them and the law. To this 
the Interpretation was given that she must 
have their lives. 
After this Willis went to Dole and de- 
manded that the government be turned 
over to the Queen. It was understood that 
in no event would the American vessels 
resort to arms. Some of the men now in 
power were in the Queen’s service, and 
the moment that they see a prospect of a 
change they will desert to her. Others 
who see that they can make nothing, will 
stand by the present system. A majority 
of the natives favor the Queen and are 
jealous of foreign interference. 
A very strong feeling still exists against 
annexation to the United States, and even 
the members of the American League 
are not all favorable. However much 
may be said of the election, it was all one- 
sided, as a majority of the people would 
not take the oath of allegiance to the new 
rulers. Money is scarce, as the operation 
of the McKinley bill has almost destroyed 
the sugar industry, the Wilson bill only 
benefits the United States sugar trusts to 
the disadvantage of Hawaiian sugar-grow- 
ers, whom annexation would not benefit, 
because it would make it impossible to 
employ cheap oriental labor. Should 
there be any difficulty, it will be before 
long, and this, the government realizes. 


INVITES ’EM ALL OUT. 


Croker Doees not Confine His Defi- 
ance to Cockran Alone.

NEW YORK, Dec. 27—The World this 
morning says that Richard Croker has 
explained what hc meant when, in refer- 
ence to Bourke Cockran, in his statement 
printed on Tuesday: He says: “If he re- 
fuses to come before the committee next 
time I meet him, no matter where I meet 
him I will demand a personal explanation.”

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 
The Courts. 
DAMAGE SUITS AGAINST THE SOUTH- 
ERN PACIFIC. 

The trial of the damage suit of J. L. 
Starr vs. the Southern Pacific Company, 
an action to recover damages for the loss 
of a team and wagon, which were demol- 
ished by one of defendant's trains near 
Park station on May 8, 1893, was con- 
cluded in Department Two yesterday, the 
jury finding for the plaintiff in the sum 
of $181.41.» This case was originally 
brought in the Township Court, but an 
appeal was taken from Justice Bartholo- 
mew's decision. ‘ 

Almost immediately after the Starr case 
had been disposed of Judge Clark called 
another damage suit against the same rail- 
way company for trial. 

The plainti@ in this action was Charles 
A. Lee, who sues the Southern Pacific 
Company for $50,000 damages for the loss 
of his right leg. He alleges that on No- 
vember 15, 1888, he was employed as a 
brakeman on a freight train. While 
switching some boxcars at Handy siding, 
just above Saugus junction, he was thrown 
rom the pilot of t engine, 

e was standing, by a defective switch, 
and was run over. 

The defendant attributes the accident to 
the contributory negligence of plaintiff in 
being upon the pilot, and further claims 
that he knew of the defect in the switch, 
and the risk he was running. 

The case was tried before Judge Clark 
and a jury in March, 1892, and resulted in 
a verdict for the plaintiff, whose damages 
were assessed at $25,000. Judge Clark, 
evidently considering these damages ex- 
cessive under the circumstances, granted 
the defendant’s motion for a new trial. 
From this order plaintiff appealed to the 
Supreme Court, but the ruling of the lower 
court was affirmed. 

Four witnesses were examined on behalf 
of the plaintiff yesterday afternoon, and 
the matter thereupon went over until this 
morning. 

GUILTY OF PETTY LARCENY. 

Hayes McLaughlin, a smart looking 
young negro, was taken before Justice 
Bartholomew in the Tow nship Court yes- 
terday for arraignment upon the charge 
of having stolen a suit of clothes and case 
of surgical instruments at Monrovia on 
December 21 last, and upon entering his 


plea of guilty, was committed to the 
County Jail for forty days. 
The complaint against McLaughlin, 


which was originally filed in Justice Todd’s 
‘court at El Monte, is one of the most 


}unjgue documents ever drawn up by a 
country justice. After setting forth the 


facts that McLaughlin did steal the prop- 
erty from Dr. D. L. Strode’s buggy near 
the entrance ‘to Barnes’s Hall, at Mon- 
rovia, the complaint proceeds to explain 
that the reason he béliéves McLaughlin 
to be guilty of the offense is that affiant 
found a surgical knife in the possession 
of Duncan Shaw, who told him that he 
purchased it from McLaughlin. This knife 
being one of the stolen intruments the 
chain of evidence was apparently complete, 
and McLaughlin was arrested, but denied 
the theft. There being no place to keep 
the defendant at Monrovia, he was com- 
mitted to the Cotinty Jail, and yesterday 
decided to plead guily, provided he could 
do so without going back to Monrovia. 


SUIT OVER ALAMITOS LOTS. 


In Department Six yesterday, the trial 
of the case of E. Bouton et al. vs. the 
Alamitos Land Company et al., an action 
to compel I. W. Hellman and Jotham 
Bixby to execute a deed, conveying about 
forty lots in the townsite of Alamitos 
Bay to laintiff, in accordance with an 
agreement made in 1891, was concluded, 
so far as the evidence is concerned. 

It was shown by the plaintiff that on 
January 4, 1888, Hellman and Bixby, who 
owned a large tract of land near Long 
Beach, agreed to convey a right-of-way, 
sixty feet wide, for a standard-gauge rail- 
way, from Los Angeles to Long Beach, 
to the Los Angeles and Ocean Rallway 
Company. It was also agreed that a tri- 
angular tract of twenty-two acres should 
be conveyed toesaid company, for station 
purposes, and a tract of. 320 acres for 
townsite purposes, at Alamitos Bay.

BURGLAR. | 


His Partner Refuses to- Disclose His 
Identity—Serious Accident to a 
Young Man—Notes and 
Personals. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 27.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

THE CHINESE MURDER. 


An Inquest Held on the Body of the 


Murdered Man. 


Conorer Cates held an inquest on the 
remains of the murdered Chinaman killed 
by Luey Lem, whose real name was found 
to be Lo Leung, and the jury found that 
the man came to his death at the hands of 
Lo Leung. The murdered man's real name 
was found to be Lo Chung, a cousin of 
the murderer. 

Ging Qoung, the only witness, having re- 
covered from his excitement, in charac- 
teristic heathen way, told a different and 
misleading story from the one first given at 
the scene of the murder. He told a story 
about a quarrel over room rent, and said 
Chung hit Leung in the chest and was 
reaching for his own pistol when Leung 
got the drop and shot him dead. The case 
was called in Justice Seaman's court yes- 
terday, but no interpreter being present it 
was continued until today. 

The officers found that Chung had been 
running a lottery game of the Hoa Ki 
(night and daytime) Company, and also an 
opium layout in connection, and the fact 
that he had dealings in women and hired 
Leung to abduct one for him, bears out 
the Chinaman’s firs: story, as related in 
yesterday's Times. The officers” have 
watched the house on Marchessault street 
and are convinced that there is much more 
behind the murder than has been given 
out. They all know that Chinamen are 
constitutional liars, and will swear to 
anything, so they think the real cause of 
the murder will never be known until. 
perhaps, more fighting results, and one 
gets the worst of it, and gives the story 
away.

COUNCILMAN ELECT SAVAGE IN 
A BAD LIGHT. 


Accused of Trying to Intimidate 
Police Officers and Making 
Threats—The Summers 
Oase.

Investigation of a report in circulation 
yesterday developed the fact that a mem- 
ber of the incoming City Council had been 
guilty of attempting to intimidate a po- 
lice officer. Should the punishment of the 
offense be pressed it is possible that Tom 
Savage may not be the Eighth Ward rep- 
resentative in the N47 municipal legisla- 
ture. 

On last Sunday J. w. Summers, better 
known as “Craig’’ Summer, was arrested 
by Police Officer Conley on a warrant 
charging him with vagrancy. Summers is 
a notorious mac,“ he being one of the 


ings of prostitutes. 

After Summers had been arrested in- 
quiry was made bt one of the police judges 
regarding the amount of the hail that 
would be required for his release pending 
trial, and it was found it would be $50. 
Thomas Savage was seen in the saloon 
kept by one Jean Lenert on Ferguson al- 
ley, endeavoring to raise the $50 for Sum- 
mers's release, and it is known that not 
long after that Summers was released on 
a deposit of that amount being made. 

On Wednesday evening Savage ap- 
proached Officer Conley on Main street 
and called him to one side. Savage then 
proceded to ask Conley to let up“ on the 
Prosecution of the charges againgt Sum- 
mers. 

This Conley informed Savage he could 
The case had been set for trial 
Saturday afternoon and subpoenas for the 
witnesses had been issued. 

Savage inquired of Conley why he could 
not. let the case drop as the other offcers 
interested in it were willing to do. Sav- 
age went on to say that the head of the 
department was willing to have the case 
dropped, and in fact wanted it to be. 

Conley inquired whom he meant by the 
head of the department and Savage said 
he meant Chief Glass. 

This assertion Conley said he did not 
believe was backed up by facts, but Savage 


to. let the case drop. 

Savage went on to say that ever since 
the time of his election there had been a 
deliberate effort on the part of the police 
to persecute his friends, meaning the 

„macs. In speaking of the matter Sav- 
age referred to the considerable number 
of that class ae were arrested about 
three or four weeks ago

It is also charged that Savage has openly 
made threats against other officers, for 
enforcing the law in cases involving his 
(Savage’s) friends. It is reported in a 
way so authentic as to leave scarcely a 
doubt as to its truth that he has threat- 
ened to make Officers Long, Robbins and 
Ritch feel his wrath. 

Chief Glass is highly indignant over 
the statement made by Savage to Conley 
regarding hin.
